They nro waited for at the 
j)ost()IIle(>, and tlio leiwt variation of 
lli^l programmo may liavo grave coii- 
seiineiices. 

We ciinnot, without ingratitude, 
forget the services of tJiLs incorriiptibio 
mcs«eiig(^r, whose ])robityaiid zeal are 
ctmslanlly \)iit to proof, who brings us 
lit a certain lionr our letters and oi|r 
jouriialH, the news, the expectation of 
which keeps ua full of anxiety ; who 
contributes to Bofton for ua tlie bit- 
terness of aljsenco and distance, f ma- 
gi ue the void the diaappearauco of 
these hiimblo functionaries would 
Joave in oar oxistonco I 

I knew a man who foi twenty years 
lilied this position. A former soldier, 
llianks to irropio(if.'lmbJo records of 
Borvico Btrengthciied by a little inlln- 
ouco, \io had ohlainod t,\io great favor 
of having jilacod to his credit fifty 
/nines per moiitli at the postoflice of 
the district. 

IVro Martin was not very fond of 
this brilliant position, but lie por/oct- 
ly understood his resixinsibility and 
(luties ; ho novor ooinphiiued.

It would have been well had 
ho explain'ed this to the audience as- 
sembled there, but as it was an exhi- 
bition of work done, and not of work 
to bo done, it is probablv that so mncii 
having been "accomplisliod more will 
be accojnplishcd in the future. 

The Institution is in need of .al- 
most everything for its success. In 
the face of this, the pupils appear 
happy and look well. 

Tlio exhibition pas.sed off well. 
Members of the Legislature who were 
present expressed themselves as •will- 
ing \.o grant whatever might bo asked 
for the continuation of this work. 

In speaking gcucrally thus of tho 
Institution, we must not forget to 
mention what was done at tho exhi- 
bition. 

The classes all did woU, csjxicially the 
boginnci's. It was surprising to see 
pupils only eight months' in school 
writing from dictation as they did. 

The class of the second year, in 
cluirge of Miss L. liOC Woods, showed 
themselves to bo very prolicient in 
written language, but tho class of Miss 
Nellie Coriiay, tho third in tiio grade, 
captivated the audience in naming 
the Southern States and their capitals. 
It was especially remarked about the 
class that each member began with a 
diiTorent State, yet all t^tatcs and 
capitals were ooiToctly named, allow- 
ing that altluiiigh they had been 
thoroughly taught, yet each gnvc to 
tho cxoreiso his or her individuality. 
Jfastors Frank, Moidanor and Tolivar 
must not be forgotten for their reciUi 
tions, nor must Misses Burnet and 
Folder. The roudition in signs by 
the' former young ladv, of " Some 
Mother's Child'' was a thing of beau- 
ty and grace, that by tho latter, of 
'• Tell Jlo tho old, old story of Jesus 
and Ills love,"' was so rcmarkiiblc in 
expression of countenance and gesture 
as to bring fortli a sjiecial request 
from some of the audience for some- 
thing else from her. 

The Institution is doing a groat 
and good work, fitting for the future 
usefululness those \s\\o could not at 
home bo so titled to the same extent, 
and therefore it deserves the best con- 
sideration of the {leople who sup

CHURCH WORK AMONG DEAF MUTES. 



Ii» September, 18.50, Bev. Thomas 
Qallandet began a Bible Clauij for the 
deaf mate residents of New York Citj 
and vicinity. It was held in tbe yes- 
try room of St. .Stephen's Church, at the 
(v>mer of Broome and Christie streets, 
under the rectorship of the Rev. Jo 
sepfa H. Price, D.D. Several mem- 
bers of tbe dass were baptized, con- 
firmed and received to the Holy Oom- 
munioii. 

This work led the yoiithfnl pastor to 
fonnd St. Ann's Free Cbnrch for Deaf- 
Mates and tlieir Friends, in October, 
1852. The first services were held in 
the tmall chapel of the New York 
University. In the fall of 1857, the 
cbnrch removcl to the Historical So- 
ciety Bailding, and in 1859 purchased 
its present property, formerly Christ 
Church, in West Elixa'oeth street, near 
Fifth 4Tenae. In 1859, the liector of 
St. Ann's Church was provided with 
an Assistant minister, and was thas 
enabl(Kl to pioneer services for adult 
deaf mates in other large cities. This 
general movement at length opened 
the way for tbe incorporation of a new 
society, nnder the general laws of the 
SUte of New York, in October, 1872. 
It was called "The Church Mission to 
Deaf - Mutea." It undertook to pro- 
mote the temporal as well ai) spiritnal 
welfare of deaf mates after they had 
finished their school days. It estab 
lished a Home for tbe Aged and In 
firm. For several years, through the 
exertions of its General Manager, Itev. 
Thomas Gallandet, D. D., and his As 
sociate, Rev. John Chamberlain, this 
society extended religious services in 
the sign language throughout a large 
part of onr country, and was instru- 
mental in leading many deaf-mntes to 
become communicants of the Church. 
At length this extensive work was 
providentially subdividetl and made 
more effective. liev. H. W. Syle, the 
first deaf-mute ever admitted to Holy 
<^>rders, is ministering to his brethren 
in Philadelphia and parts adjacent, 
having Diocesan Commissions in 
Pennsylvania and Central Pennsylva- 
nia to sustain him. Ii«v. A. W. Maon, 
another deaf-mute in priest's orders, 
is canonically connected with the 
Dioeese of Ohio, and is itinerating 
through thirteen of the western Dio- 
ceses, holding services which are at- 
tended by large numbers of deaf-maU-s. 
Rev. Job Turner, a deaf mute, in dea- 
con's orders, canonically connected 
with tbe diooew of Virginia, is labor- 
ing as a missionary among his breth- 
ren in the Southern Dioceses. Ker. 
Tboaaa B. Berry, liector of tbe 
Church of the Epiphany, Truman*- 
burg, N. Y., is extending church ser- 
vices for deaf mntes in the dioceses of 
Central and Western New York. 

All this work, which has grown out 
of the Bible Class of 8epteml>er 1850, 
asks for offerings towards its support 
on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, 
August 81st, as tbe Gospel for that 
Sunday recites tbe miracle of our 
Ixjrd in curing tbe deaf and dumb 
man.

Teaching Dcai-Mntca. 



The only deaf-iniilo college in the world is the 
one at Washington, 1). (J., which Congress lins 
endowed as a national Institntion. Associated 
with It Is a primary sehool, to which the most 
experienced t<iacliers are assigned. For the pri- 
mary desk is thought to l<e the post of honor, as 
at it the deaf-mnte learns /to?o to learn and lays 
tho foundation of all future progress. 

A writer in llarjxr'* Magmini' pnlilishcH seve- 
ral anecdotes which illustrate bow these primary- 
school children express themselves. 

An eforcise among the more a<1vanood scho- 
lars recpilroil them to write sentences introduo- 
nig words from tho day's lesson. An example of 
the use of the word "astonished " waa amusing. 
It was : 

" A boy went to tho womla ; ho aHtonlshed 
some apples on a troo"— meaning, ho took tliem 
by kurprlso. 

Hero are aomo of their pinrala that make na 
blush for our illogical language : 

Hinipil/ir, Ox ; plural, oxen ; ulntjuUir, IJox ; 
jilurnl, lx>xeii, NlnfnUir, Mouse; jilurnl, raico. 
fHnrjHlnr, House ; plural, bice. 

A girl wrote a sketch of Job's history, with the 
startling Information that "tlio Lord Ixiilfil 
him." lint the most touching of all tho annn- 
dot<!S Is that of a little fellow who, when asked 
what (leorge VVaHliitigtfin did when bis fiitlier in- 
quired about the cherry tree, wrote on the black- 
Ixiard, — 

" Ho took bia hatchet in his loft hand, and told 
Ills rather he did It." 

"Why did be take the hatchet in his left 
hand '/" asked tbo teacher, aur|irUed at the ex- 
pression : and the answer came promptly,— 

"Ihmanse he had to U|e the right hand to toll 
bis father." 

Tho child thouglit that Oeorge Wasljinhdin 
was deaf and dumb, and was therefore compelled 
to use the right liaiid to tell hia father In the 
HiiMi liiriciiago.— I'ouWt'a Companion, July 81. 



I beg leave to call Ihe attention of 
deaf-rnutefj, who are desirous of 
obtaining a thorough I raining in one of 
tho various branches of Industrial 
Art, as a future means of earning a 
livelihood, to the fact that Miss 
Agnes Burnoy, an intelligent and well 
educated Hemi-inulc lady, has taken 
into consideration the idea of establish- 
ing such an Institution in New York 
City. 

It wos the difficulty which deaf 
mutes have to encounter in being 
taught to advantage by persons who 
have had no experience with deaf 
mutes, tha' first suggested the idea to 
Miss B. of opening an Art Institution 
for their benefit .alone. The object of 
Miss B. is not based upon any mer- 
cenary motive. Being licrs(^lf a deaf- 
mute, and having the welfare of 
this unfortunate class at heart, Miss 
B. is inspired by motives of charity, 
and kindliness of heart, in adopting 
such a course, as will give our unfor 
tun.'ite brethren, such a training, in a 
separate branch of tho fine arts, as 
each pupil shoulil show s])ecial talent 
and ability for, in order to pave the 
road to future success and useful 
ness in life. 

The various departments of the fine 
arts afford a wide field, as iirofessions, 
and are ])articul.'irly adapted to the 
talents of deaf-inuI.eB. 

To bo sure, a small amount will be 
charged each pupil in order to defray 
the expenses of keeping such ;in insli 
tulion in existence, and it is to be 
hoped that some time in tho future, it 
will become tho duly of tho state to 
sujjport such an institution. Miss B. 
is cont((inplating communicating with 
Ihe Stat<' Superintendent of Schools on 
the matter, espocially in the interest of 
deaf mutes. 

■ Should tho institution prove a 
suc(u'ss, and should the Stale refuse 
l.o have anything to do in the jircMnises, 
it is the intention of Miss B., at an 
early d.'iy, to open a free elans of in- 
struction for sucih deaf mutes, whoso 
parents and giiardi ins ar(( too i)Oor to 
incur the expcmso of an Art training. 
While it is true that drawing and 
painting are already taught at our 
deaf mute institulions, thtiy are 
generally only the rudimenis or ele- 
mentary sysl(^nis, wilhonl regard to 
which particiuhir branch of the fine 
arts ouch pupil is specially adapted 
to. 

Miss B. has ready received sevoriU 
applications, by letter, from several 
persons desiring to become pupils. 
But, in order to insurt; hticc<SH, the 
names of several more are required, 
and these are rospoctfully recptested 
to send in their names to 112 .Itli 
Avenue. 

Persons sending their names, and 
addresses, will in a few days receive a 
circidar giving full explanations of the 
systems which will bo adopted, and 
terms. 

Among tho branches of Art, perhaps 
the following will be included. 

Enlarging jtortraits, in crayon from 

I)llologl.'lpllH. 

Designing for wall paper, modelitig 
in i)lasler. Painting, decorating pot- 
tery. Drawing from life. Designing 
on wood, and wood engraving for illus- 
Iraling magazines or nowspnpers. 

After each pupil has advanced suf- 
ficiently in each of their specialties, 
the institntirui will exert its efforts to 
obtain outside or<lers of work for 
them, which pupils may executft while 
learning, Jind for vvhicih they will be 
paid the full value of the work. 

An article upon this subjciet ha.^ al- 
ready api)eareil in the Jouhnai.. 

Able and competent instructors, 
who are accustomed to the^ays and 
habits of deaf unites, will bo appoint- 
ed for each separate dejjarlniont of 
art. 

I have examined tho ])lan and sys- 
tr-m of Miss B , and respeottilly recom- 
mend them to the consideration of the 
parents and guardi.'Uis of deal mutes.

and protending to be deaf and dumb, 
was around Keokuk, Iowa, selling 
matches recently. Ho came to the 
residence of Hon. Rothert with his 
goods, and was detected by Mr. K. to 
be an impostor. Mr. K. called the 
undersigned to follow the follow and 
find him out, which we did. We con- 
fronted him, and plied him with (jucs- 
tions in the deaf-mute language, and 
found out that he was totally ignor- 
ant of their use. Ho pulled out a 
small slate to talk with us by writing. 
We asked him if he know any mutes 
in St. Louis, and he said he did not, 
having been there only a short time. 
In writing with your correspondent 
he si>elled rile for write, which deaf- 
niiites never use, and as they always 
spell that word correctly, we detected 
him to be an impostor by his actions 
or otherwise, so we told him that he 
would be taken up. We informed 
Mr. R. and put the police on his 
track, but ho skipped out so quickly 
that he could not be caught, and lock- 
ed up in jail, as Mr. R. said he should 
be for doing a great injustice to our 
class of people. 

Mr. Samuel Selniaii, of Bloomfield, 
la., called to see us the other day.

More or less elaborate arrmigements 
have been made for the Picnic and 
lleunion of tho Deaf-Mutes to be held 
in the fair grounds !it Hartford City, 
Marion and Cambriilge City. 

The deaf-mutes seemed to under- 
Ht>tnd or at least acted as llioiigli tliey 
thought that the llennions were being 
run for the dollars and cents it would 
bring into the managers. The idea 
of a reunion of the mutes in a com- 
munity having only one family seems 
rather absurd. We are, tlierefore, of 
the opinion that the mute reunion 
was gotten up for the especial benefit 
of the managers, they thinking tjiat 
the jHjonle would have a sort of nior 
bid curiosity to sec a deaf-mute re 
unfon. In this they were greatly 
mistaken, as but few of the mutcii at- 
tended. As the manajjers rejK'uted 
in the liaf.d bills, advertised for these 
reunions claiming that "500 mutes 
from Indian)*, Ohio, Illinois, and 
Michigan will ho there and sing and 
pray in the mutes' language." The 
plan of the managers was to swindle 
the people out of the money in bone- 
fit of the managers. They took 
no interest in a religious service and 
mute societies. In resfwnse Ut the ad- 
vertisement, one at Ciimhridge City, 
excursion trains from different direc- 
tions brought about 1,000 strangers 
to the place on Sunday, June 29tli. 
These strangers paying ten or fifteen 
cents a hemlfor admission io the fair 
ground, netted the snide a tcvi hun 
drcd dollars. 'J'ho manager of these 
reunions was .John A. Skinner, of 
Ifartford City, who got up the " un 
ique " scheme. We say there is no 
society or aissociation of the tnules. 
If it had been gotten up to benefit a 
Bfxjiety or religious mission, then we 
would approve of it, and we would be 
pleased to have any mute minister 
preach. We heard that the Ilev. Mr. 
Slann was given ten or fifteen dollars 
for his services. 'I'he managers 
lx!ttx;r throw the not profits to our 
mute mission. 'J'he mutes of Eastern 
Indiana wondered if the liev. Mr. 
Mann approved of this kind of man- 
agement.
